SAN BERNARDINO, June 26 — 
Ab a result of a conference with the 
city water commission of San Ber­ 
nardino yesterday, it may be that 
the 
proposed 
water 
conservation 
work on Lytle creek will be brought 
under the direction of the Water 
Conservation 
association 
that has 
charge of the spreading of the wa­ 
ters of the Santa Ana on the debris 
cone of that river near Highland. 
The matter of financial aid from 
the city of San Bernardino for the 
water spreading on the Santa Ana 
was presented to the commission by 
representatives from San Bernardi­ 
no, Riverside and Orange counties 
and 
the 
commission 
stated 
that 
they felt their first duty was to aid 
the conservation of the waters of 
Lytle creek as they have been ad­ 
vised by Engineer Finkle that the 
Antill basin, from which the city of 
San Bernardino gets Its water sup­ 
ply, is largely fed from the Lytle 
creek and Cajon sources of supply. 
They stated, however, that as soon 
as plans now under way for conser­ 
vation work on Lytle creek are com­ 
pleted they would favor bringing 
those Interests under the direction 
of the Water Conservation associk- 
tion. 
Francis Cuttle stated that the 
by-laws of the association could eas­ 
ily be amended so as to provide for 
additional directors to represent the 
Lytle creek section and he believed 
the present officers of the associa­ 
tion would not object to enlarging 
the scope of work of the association 
to include all the streams that emp­ 
ty Into the San Bernardino artesian 
basin. 
The principal argument In favor 
of an appropriation by the San Ber­ 
nardino commission was made by 
Cuttle, who gave a very clear and 
effective statement of the work so 
far accomplished. 
He stated that 
the work has been carried on for 12 
years and the works now completed 
make it possible to sink a steady 
flow of about 20,000 inches. From 
10,000 to 12,000 inches daily flow 
was sunk during the past winter. 
The estimated cost of the work is 
14 cents per acre foot of water. The 
steady rise in the water level of the 
wells In the eastern part of the val­ 
ley seems to be conclusive proof of 
the value of the work of conserva­ 
tion. 
The 
association 
plans 
on 
spending $15,000 the coming year 
and thinks this should be shared 
equally by the counties of San Ber­ 
nardino, Riverside and Orange. The 
two last named counties have as­ 
sured support to the extent of $5,000 
each and San Bernardino county su­ 
pervisors have informally agreed to 
an appropriation of $2,500. 
G. A. Atwood of San Bernardino, 
Engineer S. B. Hinckley of Red­ 
lands, H. H. Hale and George Dier- 
ker of Orange county and George T. 
Bigelow and E. P. Clarke of River­ 
side also spoke. 
Action was deferred until another 
meeting of the commission but the 
outlook seems to be hopeful for 
some aid from that source for the 
important work of water conserva­ 
tion.

In 1906 Captain Lundin gave up1 
the sea and devoted himself to the!

of 
marine lifesaving 
equipment. 
Here is where balsa wood comes 
in. 
Captain 
Lundin 
found 
that 
something more efficient was need-! 
ed than the ordinary cork llfe-sav-i 
era. 
He remembered the wood used' 
by natives of Ecuador for building 
their rafts. 
The wrood was lighter 
than any other, and it was possible; 
for a man to carry a log with ease. 
Captain Lundin immediately obtain­ 
ed a sample of this wood, hut, after 
many experiments, almost decided it ! 
would not do. 
Although 
it 
was 
much lighter than cork, it was dif­ 
ficult to prepare, it decayed rapidly 
end 
gradually 
absorbed 
water.) 
Many attempts were made lo treat; 
the wood, but without success. 
Fin­ 
ally, however, a process was per­ 
fected whereby a waterproofing mix­ 
ture could be brought to the center 
of any piece of timber, coating the 
cells and ducts with an extremely I 
thin permanent film. 
The treatm ent! 
was developed and 
an 
Important 
business was built around the large 
elliptical ring-shaped rafts of balsa, 
which are of sufficient dimensions to 
float safely fourteen to sixty per­ 
sons. 
The balsa tree In appearance re­ 
sembles the North American cotton­ 
wood, the hark being fairly smooth,' 
while the wood looks like pine. 
The 
leaves are very large on a young 
plant, often two or three feet across, 
growing smaller as the trees grow 
older.—Scientific American.
